Department of Justice officials de- 
clined tO comment on the situation, 
and it was not until he had found that 
he was to be replaced on the Shipping 
Board that Hill, whose home is in 
Mitchell, made any statement. Then 
he said 

“I obtained the loan as an individuai 
from an individual and never dreamed 
that it would be brought up as a blot 
on my record. “It is true that I ob- 
tained the money from a man indi- 
rectly connected with shipping in- 
terests, but it never occurred to me 
that it was anything but a personal 
matter or that any one would think 
otherwise. 

“I want to say, and I want it thor- 
Oughly understood that the loan has 
never had any bearing on any action 
I have taken as a member of the 
board.” 

The money, Hill said, had been ob- 
tained to keep a small bank near 
Mitchell, S. Dak., from becoming 
insolvent. 

“I have had an extremely hard time, 
along with many other bankers in the 
middle West, and I have personally put 
over $80,000 into banks in which Il 
have an interest,” he added. 

Hill was nominated February 1, 1924. 
to fill the unexpired term of A. D. 
Lasker. His term expired in June, 1927. 
but he was given a recess appointment. 
For some time it has been apparent that 
President Coolidge did not intend 
to retain him on the board, but uniil 
today it appeared that the reason he 
was in disfavor was that he had differed 
with the administration on ship sales 
policies. 


Shake Up Is Predicted. 


Other members of the Shipping Board 
expressed themselves as believing Mr 
Hill “a victim of unfortunate circum- 
stances.” They called a special meet- 
ing of the board immediately following 
his resignation, but refused to disclose 
what had been discussed. 

Reports are current in shipping 
circles here that a shake-up of the 
board is contemplated, and that Mr 
Hill’s displacement was the President’s 
first move toward getting rid of mem- 
bers who did not follow his wishes in 
the management of the Merchant 
Marine. The President, in his message 
to Congress, said he felt the board was 
“constantly under pressure to which It 
too often yields, to suppress private 
interest rather than serve the public 
welfare.” 

Like Mr. Hill, Denton is a Republican 
and a banker. His home is in Arkansas 
City. He was indorsed by Senators 
Curtis and Capper, of Kansas.

BAND OF 50 ATTACKED 


Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 12 (A. P. 
American marines and Nicaraguan na- 
tional guardsmen have killed fifteen 
outlaws in four skirmishes in the last 
fev days, Col. Mason Gulick, com- 
mander of the Marines in Niciragua, 
said today. There were no casualties 
among the Marines and guardsmen. 

A joint patrol of Marines and guards- 
men surprised and attacked a band at 


El Potrero Sautrday, killing five and 
wounding several. Later a patrol en- 
countered a band 20 miles north of 
Somoto at Macuelizo and killed three 
and wounded three. The same patrol 
yesterday morning engaged another 
band near Santa Rosa, killing two and 
wounding three. 

A patrol from Telpaneca attacked a 
capm of 50 outlaws, headed by Gen. 
Lopez, yesterday. Five insurrectionists 
were killed, three mortally wounded, 
and an unknown number of others 
were injured in a sharp skirmish that 
followed. A patrol captured one mule, 
fourteen turkeys and some sMall arms 
and ammunition. 

Some outlaws taken prisoner said 
the band had hoped te spend a quiet 
Sunday before beginning a campaign 
of attacking and destroying pack trains 
during the dry season. 

A Marine airplane bombed Ciudad 
Antiga, which has been more or less 
of a headquarters for the outlaws, Fri- 
day. It is estimated that as Many as 
twerity outlaws may have been killed 
and as many wounded.

SUDDENLY 1N HIS OFFICE” 


Son Finds Body of Virginia 
Lawyer and Soldier Hour 
After He Succumbs. 


ON BENCH MANY YEARS 


Petersburg, Va. Dec 12.—Former 
Gov. William Hodges Mann was found 
dead in his law office this afternoon 
by his son, William Hodges Mann., jr., 
after he had been dead, it is believed, 
about an hour. Death resulted from 
natural causes. 

Gov. Mann was born ifn 
burg, Va., July 30 1843. He began to 
practice law in Nottoway County at 
an, early age and continued to do so 
for about 40 years. 

He was judge of the county court 
of Nottoway and president of the Bank 
of Crewe for many years. 

While a resident of Nottoway, Mr. 
Mann was elected Governor of Virginia, 
in which office he served from 1910 
to 1914. At the expiration of his term 
as governor he removed to Petersburg, 
where he continued to practice law, 
At the time of his death he was one 
of the most prominent members of the 
Petersburg bar. ‘ 

He served throughout the War Be- 
tween the States in the Confederate 
army and was a member of A. P. Hill 
Camp of Confederate Veterans of Pe- 
tersburg. He had been an elder in Tabb 
Street Presbyterian Church, this city 
50 years, and for a number of years 
a teacher of the Women’s Bibie Class 
of that church. 

His iast public address was made 
two months ago at the unveiling of 
the monument on the Crater battle 
field, erected by the Daughters of the 
Confederacy of Petersburg to Gen 
William A. Mahone. 

Gov. Mann was twice married. His 
first wife was Miss Sallie Fitzgerald, of 
Nottoway, who died many years ago 
His second wife, whko survives, was 
Miss Etta Donnan of this city. His 
son, William Hodges Mann, jr., is his 
only other survivor.

FACES ELECTRIC CHAIR 
FOR KILLING OF HUSBAND 


“Unspeakable Crime,” Says | 


Judge in Refusing to 
Grant Her Bail. 


Painesville, O., Dec. 12 (A.P.).— 
Twenty-one-year old Velma West was 
held to the Lake County grand jury 
today without bond on a first degree 
murder charge for the killing of her 
husband, T. Edward West, after a pre- 
liminary hearing before Judge Marvin 
H. Helter, in municipal court. 


Judge Helter refused the plea of her, 


chief counsel, Francis W. Polson, for a 
reduction in the charge which would 
have admitted the blond 
slayer to bail. 

He declared the killing was the “most 
unspeakable crime in the history ol! 
Lake County,” and ordered Mrs. West 
taken back to jail to await the grand 
jury session, which will commence 
Jan. 9. 

Prosecutor Seth Paulin said he would 
not summon a special session. This 
means the girl’s trial probably will get 
under way early in Feburary. 

After the hearing, Paulson issued a 
statement that he would appeal to the 
common pleas court tomorrow for a 
writ of habeas corpus which would 
admit Mrs. West to bail. 

Imimobile Expression Fails. 


Mrs. West collapsed when the court 
ordered her held. Coming into the 
packed courtroom with the same im- 
mobile expression that has marked her 
Since her arrest in Cleveland last Wed- 
nesday, without batting an eye, she 
sat through the testimony of five State 
Witnesses, some of whom described the 
details of how she beat her young hus- 
band to death with a hammer after @ 
quarrel. 

But when Judge Helter ruled that 
she must stand trial on the first degree 
murder charge, with the hazard of the 
electric chair before her, she sprang 
from her seat at the defense table with 
a piercing scream, and slid to the floor. 

Her mother, Mrs. B. L. Van Wooert, 
of Cleveland, and a deputy sheriff 
jumped to her side, but before they 
could administer restoratives, she ral- 
lied and pushed them away.

New York, Dec. 12.—*“Congratula- 
tions?.

TO SHOOT HIS WIFE 
MIANY OFFICERS SAY 


Dozen Testify Former Bootleg 
“King” Was Cool and Col- 
lected After the Tragedy. 


LOSES FIGHT TO HALT 
ARREST OF WITNESSES 


Judges of Two Courts Deny 
Motions—Berger Opens Bit- 
ter Fight Against Taft. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 12 (A.P.).—Sand- 
wiched between the testimony today of 
nearly a dozen peace officers that they 
regarded George Remus a8 sane, was 
the first evidence in his long murder 
trial that he had admitted his intention 
was to shoot his estranged wife to 
death when he trailed her from her 
hotel apartment into Eden Park here 
last October 6. 

It came from Lieut. Frank McNeal, 
for nearly a quarter of a century a Cine 
cinnati policeman, to whom Remus sur- 
rendered himself shortly after he had 
fatally wounded his estranged wife, 
Imogene. 

The defense had maintained in its 
plea of transitory maniacal insanity 
that Remus followed Mrs. Remus for 
the sole purpose of talking with her 
before she went into divorce court that 
morning. McNeal testified that after 
he had “booked” Remus he turned the 
prisoner over to Lieut. Emmett Kirgan, 
chief of detectives. 

“Lieut. Kirgan asked him if he had 
gone up there for the purpose of shoot- 
ing his wife and answered ‘Yes, sir,’” 
testiffed McNeal. 

“That is the penalty to be paid by 
any one who lives contrary to the code 
of society,” Lieut. McNeal said Remus 
asserted. 


Expressed No Regrets. 


From Sergt. George Dooley, who went 
immediately to the scene of the shoot- 
ing with Remus came the testimony 
that Remus, nervous but otherwise ap- 
parently normal, had asserted he had 
no regrets over the shooting excepting 
that he was sorry he had not caught 
Mrs. Remus with Franklin L. Dodge, jr., 
former Federal Department of Justice 
agent. 

Among other witnesses who testified 
today they regarded Remus as sane, 
were Joseph Thomas, former guard at 
the Dayton, Ohio, jail; Charles Hinea, 
former deputy sheriff of Montgomery 
County, Ohio; Howard E. Webster, 
William Hewitt, former 
chief jailer at Dayton, and August 


Steinbach, deputy United States mar- 
shal. 


John L. Fogle, prominent Chicago 
lawyer, testified that Remus as a prac- 
ticising attorney had not enjoyed a 
good standing prior to the time he de- 
serted the law to become the “king of 
bootleggers.” 

Remus, acting as his own chief of 
counsel, today handed Judge Chester 
R. Shook a motion demanding that the 
prosecution be restrained from indicat- 
ing further defense witnesses, indict- 
ments already having been returned 
against two. 

Both Motions Lost. 


At the same time the motion was 
presented before the State Supreme 
Court in Columbus. 

Judge Shook refused to take cogniz- 
ance of the motion and information 
came from Columbus that the Supreme 
Court had denied the petition as too 
general. 

The motion termed the indictment 
of defense witnesses “unlawful and un- 
ethical intimidation and coercion. It 
recited that Vernon Chumbley, Federal 
convict and secretary to Remus and 
John S. Berger, a star witness for the 
defense, had been indicted and that 
Franklin L. Shaw, called as a defense 
witness, was a fugitive from a sub- 
pena, fearing indictment. 

Arraignment of John S. Berger, re- 
puted milMonaire exposition promoter 
of Los Angeles, Calif., was postponed 
today until tomorrow morning when 
he will present a plea to quash the 
prejury indictment returned against 
him Saturday in connection with his 
testimony in George Remus’ murder 
trial. 

Berger was before Judge Chester R. 
Shook, who also presides in the Remus 
trial. 

Berger demanded that he be per- 
mitted to go before the grand jury and 
let the grand jurors compare his ap- 
pearance with that of a “27-year-old 
notorious convict whose picture was 
shown them by the prosecution who 
told them it was of me.” 


Accuses Taft of Fraud. 


“J charge Prosecutor Charles P. Taft 
2d, used fraud in obtaining this indict- 
ment,” Berger told Judge Shook. “1 
demand that I be permitted to go be- 
fore the grand jury.” 

Berger was represented by Charles 
H. Elston, cocounsel with Remus in the 
murder trial. 

Elston started to ask Judge Shook 
to act promptly in Berger’s case since 
he. was away from his business in Los 
Angeles. | 

Judge Shook set the hearing for 
9:30 o’clock tomorrow morning.

HEARINGS OPEN THURSDAY 


Mexico City, Dec. 12 (A.P.)—The 
Mexican government has no objection 


to the Mexican consul general Arturo 
M. Elias giving the Senate committee 
in Washington such information as he 
personally vonuntarily pleases, Acting 
Foreign Minister Astrada announced in 
an official statement. But, he added, 
the only Mexican official in the United 
States who is authorized to receive re- 
quests for official information is the 
Mexican Ambassador. _ 

“If Consul General Elias,” says the 
statement, “desires voluntarily to give 
the Senate committee the information 
asked of him, and do it in a personal 
manner, it will not be the Mexican 
government that will object to a greater 
light being thrown upon the scandalous 
calumnies. The only representative oi 
Mexico empowered to receive requests 
for official information from the 
American authorities and through the 
proper channels is our Ambassador at 
Washington.”

The most treacherous part of the 
flight is expected to be encountered 
when the Spirit of St. Louis passes over 
the coastal regions of the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, which, reports show, usually at this 
time of year is blanketed with fog for a 
goodly portion of the day and night, 

Lindberg last night would not com- 
pare his flight to Paris with his pro- 
posed flight to Mexico City.

LASTED 5 DAYS, SHE SAYS 


Los Angeles, Dec. 12 (A.P.).—Harry KE. 
Thaw, famous as a result of his lengthy 
and sensational trial for the slaying of 
Stanford White, was made defendant 
in a $100,000 breach of promise suit 
filed here today by Forest Hope Wall, 
20 years old, one-time film extra. 

The suit accuses Thaw of being in- 
volved in a California love affair in 
May, 1923, at a time when court records 
show Thaw was an inmate of the Penn- 
sylvania State Hospital for the Insane, 
except for occasional visits to his 
mother, After these visits to his mother, 
newspaper records of the case indicated, 
he returned promptly to the institution. 
He was released on April 23, 1924. Miss 
Wall filed suit through her mother and 
guardian, Mrs. Louise Wall, of Culver 
City. Calif. 

The suit asks $100,000 as balm for 
a broken heart following five evenings 
spent with the man Miss Wall declares 
to have been Harry Thaw_at Laguna 
Beach, Calif. At that time she was a 
member of a motion picture company 
on location there. 

The suit asserts Thaw urged Miss Wall 
to leave the motion picture profession 
and gave her $10 to reimburse her for 
one day’s work which she missed in 
order to remain with the man she says 
was Thaw on the Laguna Beach Hotel 
veranda. 

They separated, the complaint de- 
clares, when the girl returned to her 
home in Culver City and the man went 
to Pittsburgh, where, he informed her, 
his mother was living and much trouble 
faced him. 

But for three years, she declares, they 
corresponded, and she received various 
small sums, totaling about $500. 

Some time in May, 1926, the com- 
plaint avers, a letter came requesting 
the girl to come to Thaw’s home, prom- 
ising marriage. 

She and her mother and her young 
brother drove to Stephenson, Va., near 
the Thaw country estate. Instead of 
seeing Thaw, however, the suit says the 
girl saw only a Mr. Connolly, described 
as Thaw’s secretary, who met them and 
told them: “You're crazy.” 

The trio lived at a tourist camp near 
the Thaw estate, the suit recounts, and 
the girl refused an offer of $200 to 
return home and forget all about Thaw. 
This she refused, the suit says, but re- 
turned home nevertheless. 

Thaw recently arrived in California, 
accompanied by two prospective film 
actresses described by him as _ his 
proteges.

OPAFFORD GIVES UP 
WET AND ORY POLL 


Legion Commander Declares 
He Has Found Proposal 
Is Too Controversial. 


PURPOSES ARE DETAILED 


Indianapolis, Dec. 12 (A.P.).—The 
American Legion poll on the “wet and 
dry” issue will not be taken, Edward E. 
Spafford, national commander, told 
State adjutants and commanders, meet- 
ing in a national conference here to- 
day. Spafford said the poll would have 
to be ordered by the national executive 
committee, and that he will not bring 
the matter before the committee which 
meets here in January. 

“In a speech in New York City,” 
Commander Spafford said, “the other 
evening, I proposed that a poll of the 
American Legion be taken on the wet 
and dry issue This proposal was made 
on the highest plane, for I am one who 
tries to uphold and defend the Consti- 
tution of the United States. 

“The poll, if taken, will not be in- 
dulging in partisan politics. However, 
after careful consideration, it seems 
that it is so controversial as to cause 
misunderstandings among our own 
members, and I have decided not to 
bring the matter before this body, nor 
shall I bring it before the national ex- 
ecutive committee. Unless ordered by 
that national committee a poll will 
not be taken. 

“A poll of some organization like ours 
would be of tremendous assistance to 
our Nation, for it would undoubtedly 
cause our great political parties to 
write into their platforms in clear and 


unmistakable language just where the 


legion stood on the great moral ques- 
tion of the age. 

“Our organization is founded on the 
same principles as was our National 
Government. All legislative programs 
should arise from within the posts; 
but suggestions and proposals to the 
posts should not cause misunderstand- 
ing between men who fought for a 
common cause.” 

The commander’s statement followed 
a brief address by the Rev. Gill Rob 
Wilson, national chaplain, who declared 
the objective in the national com- 
mander’s mind when the proposed poll 
was suggested has been accomplished 
in that attention to the issue has been 
emphasized, and that the question, as 
a national issue, is one that should Le 
settled 

Lester McCoy, commander of the 
Kansas Department of the American 
Legion, stated here today that the 
Kansas legion would not hold a poll.

Mother and Husband Relate 
Strange Actions of Re- 
becca Bradley Rogers. 


FACULTLY MAN TESTIFIES . 


LaGrange, Tex., Dec. 12 (A.P.).— 
“Strange” actions of Rebecca Bradley 
Rogers as a child at home, a student 
at Texas University and as a secret 
bride of a fellow student, Otis Rogers, 


were related in Mrs. Rogers’ bank rob- 
bery trial here today by her mother, 
her husband, and former university as- 
sociates, testifying as defense witnesses. 

Rogers, members of the defense 
counsel, and Campbell Beard, univer- 
sity political science instructor, said 
they believed her insane. Both testi+ 
fied that Mrs. Rogers was cold, morose 
and seemingly depressed at times and 
yet vivacious and “happy’ at other 
times, changing quickly from one 
mood to another. : 

Mrs. E. Bradley told how her 
daughter developed intense interests 
and dropped them as suddenly as she 
had conceived them and related that 
the girl’s father, her divorced husband, 
had been “retiring and morose,” gn 
unsuccessful inventor and reader of the 
German pessimist, Schopenhauer. 

District Attorney Fred Blundell 
cross-examined Mrs. Bradley and Rog- 
ers about the blue-black automatic 
pistol which the State alleges Mrs. 
Rogers used to hold up and rob the 
Farmers National Bank, of Buda, Tex., 
of $1,000 last December. Both said she 
knew nothing about fitearms. 

Rogers’ secret marriage to the defen- 
dant, then Rebecca Bfadley, was re- 
vealed after the bank rpbbery. ; 

The husband testified that before he 
left the University of Texas, in June, 
1926, where both were students, the 
girl seemed to be very much depressed 
and would speak to him only occa- 
eh even though they were mar- 
ried. 

After he had gone to Amarillo to 
establish himself in the practice of law, 
he said, Mrs. Rogers telephoned him for 
$100 to finance activities connected 
with the historical association of the 
university of which she was in charge 
in the absence of Prof. Ramsell. He 
sent the money, he said, and added 
that she put with it $300 of her own 
and an additional $1,500 which she se- 
cured On a house she and her mother 
owned in Fort Worth. The testimony 
apparently was introduced to establish 
the contention of the defense that Mrs. 
Rogers was irresponsible.

Labor Secretary Again Calls 
Operators Who Balked at 
H's First Invitation. 


UNION MEN TO ATTEND 
HIS CONFERENCE HERE 


Interest of Public Stressed in 
Message That Urges Man- 
agers to Attend, 


(Associated Press.) 


The Labor Department is going 
ahead with its campaign to bring in- 
dustrial peace in the bituminous coal 
fields of Pennsylvania, Ohio and West 
Virginia by Christmas, despite ¢he un- 
willingness of many important opera- 
tors to cooperate in the move. 
Secretary James A. Davis not only 
announced yesterday that the con- 
ference at the department tomorrow 
to which officials of the miners’ union 
and operators had been invited would 
be held, but disclosed that he had 
made an eleventh hour appeal to op- 
erators, who had turned down invita- 
tions, to reconsider. their decision not 
to be present at the meeting. 
Returning to the Capital from an 
out-of-town trip, the Labor Secretary 
looked over the acceptances and re- 
jJections recei-ed in answer to his con- 
ference call of Friday. Then he sent 
out a last minute appeal by telegraph 
to the operators who had turned a. 
cold shoulder to his proposal. 

No announcement was made at the 
Labor Department as to the number of 
miners’ representatives and employers 
who had replied favorably to the con- 
ference call, although it was said that 
the attendance of a number of opera- 
tors was -assured under any circum- 
stances. The meeting is in accord with 
recommendations of officials of the 
Miners’ Union, and they are expected 
to be on hand in force. 


Calls All Who Refused. 


In an endeavor to increase the em- 
ployer representation at the meeting, 
Mr. Davis forwarded identical telegrams 
to all of the organizations and indivi- 
duals on record as having declined his 
invitation. 

“Deeply regret your decision not to 
attend conference called by me and ask 
that you reconsider,” his message said. 
“The subject for consideration is far 
broader than any immediate wage ques- 
tion. As said in my previous telegram, 
this conference is for frank and free 
discussion of all questions at issue. 
“The public is now aware of over- 
production, overdevelopment, the vast 
waste of our natural resources and 
hopes for some move toward permanent 
Stabilization of the industry to guaran- 
tee steady supplies of coal with fair 


| Profit to operator and steady employ- 


ment at fair wages to the miner. 

“It is a great mistake to assume this 
conference is called in the interest of 
labor only. I, personally and represen- 
tative of the Department of Labor, have 
discussed the matter with more opera- 
tors. than miners. 


Public Much Interested. 


“All previous conferences attended by 
miners could also have been attended 
by operators had they so desired. Noth- 
ing is ever lost by conference and with 
many operators losing money and thou- 
sands of miners out of work, the pub- 
iic has become very much interested. 
“Even if the mines be more or less 
fully manned, as stated, does this guar- 
antee the industry a future free from 
the same grievance and the same unset- 
tlement and unemployment as now 
exists? The present time seems to me 
the more appropriate for conference be- 
cause the existing supply of coal will 
permit discussion without passion or 
prejudice, 

“On behalf of the public and the 
thousands of miners unemployed and in 
the interests of the industry itself, l 
would strongly urge you to be present 
for full consideration of the problem in 
its broad humanitarian as well as eco- 
nomic aspects.” 

Tomorrow’s session will be executive. 
Secretary Davis expects to outline the 
government’s position fully and there- 
after to allow both sides to negotiate as 
they will. 


Ohio Operators Decline. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 12 (A.P.)— 
Ohio coal operators today declined to 
participate in the conference called at 
Washington tomorrow by Secretary of 
Labor Davis, which will attempt to 
lron out differences between miners 
and operators of the northern half of 
the United States. 

With the flat refusal “not to meet 
with representatives of the United 
Mine Workers of America with whom 
we have no contact,” operators through- 
out the northern section of the coun- 
try have refused to attend, with the 
exception of the Bertha Consumers’ 
Co., of Pittsburgh. 

In his telegram to Secretary Davis, 
S. H. Robbins, president of the Ohio 
Coal Operators’ Association declared 
the operators had given the proposal 
thorough thought. 

The conference “would not benefit 
the general public because it is now 
abundantly supplied with coal at very 
low prices,” the telegram said. “It 
would not benefit the miners who re- 
main unemployed because we already 
have offered and yet continue to offer 
them employment at the highest 
wages now possible. 

“It would not benefit the thousands 


work at satisfactory wages and whose 
welfare you must consider.” 


STATE POLICE RULED 
BY U. S. SEARCH LAW 


Applies When There Is No 
Local Enforcement, Says 


Supreme Court. 


(Associated Press.) 

When the police of States that have 
no prohibition enforcement law of their 
own cooperate with Federal authorities, 
they must be bound, the Supreme Court 
ruled yesterday, by the Federal statutes 
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Special to The Washington Post. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Dec. 12.—In travéling 
through the strike districts of the west- 
ern Pennsylvania coal fields one occa- 
sionally meets & trooper of the famous 
State police force. His uniform is 
smart. His eyes are keen. and fearless, 
seeing and registering. There is al- 
ways another trooper close by, for they 
travel in pairs and are likely to bob 
up anywhere. 

Union leaders haye complained about 
the activities of the State police in this 
coal strike, but striking miners have no 
complaint against the fairness and 
courtesy of the police. The chief feel- 
ing of the miners is against the coal 
and iron police, a force paid by the 
coal companies; gunmen kept on the 
premises as watchmen and guards. 

The Pittsburgh Coal Co., alone, has 
100 of these guards, who, under an old 
State law, have powers of arrest. Labor 
men say that there are 3,000 of them in 
the State, furnished by detective 
agencies, whose interest it is to foment 
trouble and keep the strike going. 

The strike on the whole has been 
peaceful, due largely to the tactics of 
the State police. There has been but 
one serious riot, and in this a trooper 
was killed and many in the mob were 
beaten, but no one else was killed. 

Tear bombs were used by the police. 
It was admittedly a riotous assembly of 
strikers holding a Sacco-Vanzetti sym- 
pathy meeting. There were about 1,200 
men in it. One trooper marched into 
the hall and ordered the meeting dis- 
persed. The police allow no meetings or 
large gatherings within half a mile of 
a mine where a strike is on. 

The trooper mounted the platform 
anc! told the leader of the meeting, an 
Italian, to tell the men to go home, 
When the Italian began to orate some 
more about the martyrs of his race, the 
trooper tapped him on the shoulder 
and repeated his order. He was alone 
in the hall, but had ten men in re- 
serve outside. The men on the plat- 
form began to menace him, and he blew 
his whistle. The reserves came up on 
horses, and with their bombs and sticks 
dispersed the mob. It was after this, 
while one of the troopers was getting 
license numbers of the cars in which 
the workers had ridden to the hall that 
he was shot and killed. The police are 
still hunting for the murderer. 

After this there were no more major 
disturbances, although many men 
have been beaten as they were caught 
on the highway, going into the mines. 
At New Kensington a strike-breaking 
negro was beaten and dragged until he 
died. Special police of the coal com- 
panies have beaten miners. The State 
police have stepped in and arrested 


these men, or any one who was mak- 
ing trouble. They have kept the peace. 

As no strike can be won without 
violence, so long as other men are will- 
ing to work, this strict enforcement un- 
doubtedly has militated against the 
cause of the strikers. In the sense that 
they keep the peace, they break the 
strike. 

The force is only a little over 300 
men, commanded by Maj. Lynn G. 
Adams, who has been in the service 
over twenty years. In his office in the 
State capitol is a large map of the State 
spread out on a table. It is bristling 
with red, green, pink and other but- 
tons, each one showing the disposition 
of his thin forces. It looks like a war 
map of 1917 in France, but it only 
shows that six men are in this county, 
two men in another, ten in another. 
They cluster thickly now in the strike 
district around Pittsburgh. Ninety per 
cent of his men are in the strike zone 
The line runs like a trench line along 
th. -counties south of Pittsburgh, until 
it meets Wetsmoreland, which has been 
nonunion territory for many years. 
Here only two men are stationed. 

The State police are brought up in 
the tradition that each policeman is as 
good as a thousand ordinary men, par- 
ticularly in an emergency where physi- 
cal action is required. They go through 
a heart-breaking school, where 50 per 
cent of those who pass the first tests 
are cast aside or quit in disgust. Why 
learn to ride a horse bareback over a 
hurdle, sitting with folded arms or back 
turned to the horse’s head? 

The 300 are rare men, like the North- 
west Mounted Police or the Texas 
Rangers. One man to a riot is their 
motto, and it is not force that they use, 
until. the last extremity. The uplifted 
hand of a State. trooper has as much 
power as a company of militia, at least 
in the opinion of their own officers, 
who look for nothing but results. They 
tell of how five troopers drove back 
5,000 ugly steel strikers in 1919. The 
study of mob. psychology is part of the 
police training. They knaw that the 
danger of a mob or crowd can be quick- 
ly vitiated by getting hold of the lead- 
ers and taming them. 

Respect for the uniform of a trooper 
is carried by the knowledge that they 
will go through with orders to the last 
ditch. If they can’t outbox they can 
outwrestle, and if they are on the 
ground they can win with jiu jitsu. 

They are not all incorruptible. Pro- 
hibition has caught some. The offers 
of thousands of dollars in bribes to men 
making $100 a month has proved too 
strong for some. But cases of such dis- 
loyalty have been rare. The men are 
picked for merit, and there is no politi- 
cal influence in their selection or pro- 
motion, according to Maj. Adams.

Democratic presidential yomination, 
but that Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New 
York has the best chance to win the 
nomination. 

In his analysis of the Democratic 
outlook, Hearst names as the probable 
nominees Gov. Smith, Senator Reed 
and Gov. Ritchie of Marylang@pwith the 
likelihood of their nomination in order 
of their names. There also is a@ pos- 
sibility that Senator Walsh, of Montana, 
may be nominated, the publisher says. 

After asserting that it is essential 
that the Democratic party nominate a 
genuine Democrat, Hearst declares that, 
in his opinion, Senator Reed has the 
qualifications that would give him the 
best chance of being elected. 

These qualifications he names as the 
soundness of his opinions: The length 
and importance of his public service 
and the national character of his repu- 
tation. 

Concerning Gov. Smith, the publisher 
says, there is much in his record and 
in his personal popularity to commend 
him to the Democratic party, and, apart 
from his connection with Tammany 
Hall, there is little or nothing to inter- 
fere with the recommendation which 
his political record and his personal 
popularity make to the Nation. 

Hearst prefaces his analysis with the 
statement that President Coolidge can 
not be drafted for renomination with- 
out his consent and that for Coolidge 
to consent would mean that he was not 
sincere when he said he did not choose 
to run. 


Kansas Democrats 
Boom Ayres for 1928 


Wichita, Kan,, Dec. 12 (A.P.).—

MUSIC CONSERVATORY 
MEASURE. INTRODUCED 


Bill Before House Proposes 
National Center for 
U. S. Capital. 


MAINTENANCE NOT ASKED 


Establishment In this city of a na- 
tional conservatory of music modeled 
after the Paris Conservatory of Music 
is proposed in a bill introduced in the 
House yesterday br Representative 
Hamilton Fish, jr., of New York. 

Such an institution in the National] 
Capital, Fish said, would make it un- 
necessary for American boys and girls 
to go to Europe to study music. The 
bill calls on the Federal Government 
to donate a site for the conservatory 
and does not ask for any funds. Money 
for the building and maintenance of 
the conservatory would come from pri- 
vate contributions. 

A bill invroduced by Representative 
Boyland, of New York, would authorize 
any association organized within the 
next two years to erect a memorial to 
Thomas Jefferson in Potomac Park. 

Another bill introduced in the House, 
written by Representative Welch, of 
California, would increase the salaries 
of all Federal employes in the classified 
service. The pay of those in the pro- 
fessional and scientific service would 
range from $2,200 to $10,000. 

In the Senate, Senator Barkley, of 
Kentucky, introduced’ a bill already 
presented in the House, which would 
Steep the bonding business in the 

istrict of Columbia. Senator Capper 
introduced two bills already introduced 
in the House. One provides for the 
building of twelve artificial bathing 
pools in the District, and the other 
provides for a new system of condemn- 
ing property needed for Federal build- 
ings afd parks.

Charles G. Ruddy, manager of the 
Burns agency in Philadelphia, who 
came to Washington to supervise the 
surveillance of the jury in the Fall« 
Sinclair conspiracy trial, yesterday 
went through his third day on the wit- 
ness stand in the contempt trial of 
Harry F. Sinclair, Henry Mason Day, 
Seldon Clark, W. J. Burns, W. Sherman 
Burns and Charles J. Vietsch. He was 
under cross-examination when the 
court adjourned, and prospects were 
that he would be excused some time 
today. 

Ruddy during most of the day was 
the vehicle through which Maj. Peyton 
Gordon, United States district attor- 
ney, presented the remainder of the 
documentary evidence composing the 
Government’s case. 

The original handwritten reports, 
which the Burns operatives made to 
Ruddy and which he in turn edited 
and transcribed before presenting them 
to Day, formed the bulk of the exhibits. 
Counsel for the respondents reserved 
until a later date any possible objec- 
tion they might have to these docu- 
ments, since they had had no oppor- 
tunity to examine them. 

Such additional evidence as was ob- 
tained during the day came mostly in 
the course of the presentation of the 
documents, and in the interval that re- 
mained after this task had been com- 
pleted. Ruddy testified that the re- 
ports were discussed generally each day 
when they were presented to Day; that 
there were complaints on the latter’s 
part due to the time consumed in their 
preparation, and that as the result of 
this complaint, the shadowing was not 
begun until the noon recess each day 
so that the operatives might have more 
time to rest and make out their re- 
ports. 

It was also established on direct ex- 
amination that Clark was present on 
two occasions when the reports were 
discussed by Ruddy and Day. The wit- 
ness said, however, that Clark did not 
take part in the discussion, and that 
he did not know who Clark was until 
after the mistrial had been ordered. 

One such answer evoked a decided 
legal controversy when Maj. Gordon at- 
tempted to show that it was in con- 
flict with something that Ruddy had 
told the district attorney and Niel 
Burkinshaw, his assistant, and also 
contrary to a statement before the 
grand jury. 

Maj. Gordon asked the witness if he 
had ‘not given the reports to Clark, and 
asked Slark if the operatives were sat- 
isfactorily following their instructions. 
Ruddy said that he did not remember 
any such incident. 

Ruddy did testify that the investi- 
gation of Juror Kern’s brother and the 
question of incumbrances on the 
juror’s home was at the request of Day. 
He failed to recall detailed circum- 
stances of any conversations that he 
and Day had on the subject. 


Instructions to Burns. 


In cross-examination Ruddy said that 
neither W. J. Burns nor Charles L. 
Vietsch had had any contact or knowl- 
edge of what was being done in Wash- 
ington and also that hé had been in- 
structed by W. Sherman Burns not to 
allow the operatives to approach the 
jurors under any circumstances. 

This warning and the threat that 
they would be discharged if they dis- 
regarded it, he said, was repeated to 
the operatives each day. 

The elder Burns, according to Ruddy, 
ae not been actively connected with 
t management of the Burns agency 
for several years and had no knowledge 
vo * Baa case here until after the mis- 
rial. 

The witness also said that Vietsch’s 
only connection with the case was to 
bring three lots of $500 to Ruddy un- 
der instructions from New York. In 
response to a question on direct ex- 
amination, Ruddy testified that the en- 
tire investigation here cost between 
$1,400 and $1,500. 

Yesterday’s examination of Ruddy by 
Maj. Gordon was all designed to show 
the connection between Ruddy and Day. 

The witness testified, in addition to 
the specific incident involving Juror 
Kern, that on other occasions matters 
covered in the reports were investigated 
more thoroughly at Day's suggestion. 
Ruddy stated that identification of 
automobiles and the shadowing of 
Lamb, who later proved to be a special 
assistant attorney general, were done at 
the request of Day, but said that the 
latter did not give his reasons for 
making such requests. 

Ruddy also said that he did not at 
any time make any report to Day ove: 
and above those covered in the written 
reports. The reports were not, the wit- 
ness’ said, discussed with either the 
elder or younger Burns until after the 
mistrial had been ordered. 


Defense's Objections Many. 


In opening the cross-examination, 
Charles A. Douglas, counsel for the 
Burns respondents, developed the fact 
that Ruddy was for many years a 
soldier in the British arnfY with service 
in South Africa and India and that 
during that time he had been detached 
for intelligence duty. 

Ruddy testified that he had been a 
Burns employe for seven years and 
manager of several of the agencies. His 
cross-examination had just begun when 
court adjourned. 

The attorneys for the six respondents 
were much more frequent and vigorous 
in their objections yesterday than on 
previous days. 

They objected to the admission of the 
handwritten original reports on several 
occasions and to the manner in which 
Maj. Gordon examined Ruddy. 

Justice Siddons in nearly every in- 
stance overruled the objections, but 
made clear that he was prepared to 
hear arguments as to the sufficiency of 
the evidence against certain of the re- 
spondents not directly involved in the 
documentary evidence at a later date. 

One-contention advanced by Douglas 
which was not pressed but may form 
the basis of a later motion was a sug- 
gestion that the documents which the 
Government selzed when the head- 
quarters of the Burns operatives here 
was raided were taken without due 
legal authority. ‘

Fill Republican Vacancies. 


Represehtative Albert R. Hall, of In- 
diana, and Representative Thomas A. 
Jenkins, of Ohio, were appointed to fill 
the two Republican vacancies on the 
House District committee. 

Representative Zihlman, of Maryland, 
chairman of the House District com- 
mittee, anounced later that he would 
call a meeting for tomorrow morning 
at 10:30 o’clock. 

He said that the full committee 
probably ,would extend the life of the 
Gibson subcommittee for this session.

There will be three new members

Senator Blaine, the other new mem- 
ber of the committee, was at one time 
governor of Wisconsin. He was born 
at Wingville, Wis.

The audience was 
delighted with him and the applause 
which greeted him especially for his 
unique interpretation of the famous 
“Calf of Gold Song” was great. 

Like Chaliapin, whose devil is dila- 
bolical and George Baklantoff last week 
in the Washington National Opera 
Company’s “Faust,” last night’s Mephis- 
topheles swept all before him and 
where ever he was was the center of the 
opera. His voice was a rich basso with 
emotion playing through it like the 
Sharp edged sword he swung about so 
freely and so gayly. 


Koch Rises to Great Height 


Raymond Koch as Valentin carriea 
his role well, In the death scene he 
rose to héights of dramatic power and 
his fine barytone voice added charm to 
his acting. 

To return to Seibel again. His sing- 
ing of the “Flower Song” was one of the 
high moments of the opera. The tenor 
voice was splendidly suited to the song 
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and it was more effective to many than 
when sung by a woman because of the 
ardor put into his singing. 

Faust as sung by Clifford Newdall 
encompassed his role with dramatic art, 
@ beautiful tenor voice and a thorough 
understanding of the protrayal of this 
character who sold his soul for youth. 
In the garden scene in his “Salve 
Dimora” song the haunting beauty of 
this aria stirred the audience again to 
great applause and in the “Night of 
Love” duet again he scored. 

Natalie Hall as Marguerite was ap- 
pealing, adequate and she had a fine 
lyric soprano which could reach colora- 
tura tones when needed. Her interpre- 
tation of the pathetic role was a mem- 
orable piece of acting as well as singing. 
She looked the Marguerite as well keep- 
ing well within the traditional picture 
of this favorite operatic heroine which 
has been sung by so many prima don- 
nas of the past and the present. 


Martha Was Well Sung. 


The only other feminine principal of 
last night was Brownie Peebles in the 
role of Martha, which, while not a very 
héavy part, was well done by this 
talented young singer. John Upperman 
as Wagner, Walter Burke and John 
Moncrieff as soldiers, deserved honor- 
able mention for their work. 

One of the beauties of the opera was 
the really adequate work of the chorus. 
The ensemble tone was splendid, a 
thing of precision and showed unmis- 
takably that the chorus was made up 
of men and women who had real yocal 
training and experience. Especially 
should be mentioned the Kermess 
Dance, in which the famous waltz song 
is heard, and the men’s chorus in “The 
Soldier’s Song.” ' 


Orchestra Is Excellent. 


The conductor, Frank St. Leger, hau 
his orchestra well under control and 
presented the various orckestral por- 
tions of the opera in a masterly man- 
ner. Under his baton the opera was 
carried on at a uniform degree of 
orchestral excellence cnd the singers 
were given the necessary support of 
intelligent accompaniment without 
overpowering them or coming intc the 
tone picture with undue emphasis, the 
common fault of operatic orchestras 
too often in this city.

There was no 
suggestion in the bill that any portion of the 
pack should be-turned over to private parties.

STARVATION ANNUITIES. 


A correspondent calls attention to the starva- 
tion payments to Federal annuitants under ex- 
isting law. The theory of the Federal retire- 
Ment law contemplates the elimination of the 
inhumanity that would follow the enforced sepa- 
ration of employes without provision for their 
old age. If the retirement law does not attain 
this object it is a poor piece of. legislation. 
Employes pay installments of their salaries for 
the creation of the retirement fund, which on 
June 30 last amounted to $68,336,760. The 
amount paid in these installments during the 
fiscal year ended last June was $24,355,000, 
while annuities paid amounted to $9,598,000. 
The find is steadily increasing, and the Gov- 
ernment is not contributing a dollar to it. 

It is proposed that the law should be amend- 

ed by providing that no annuity shall exceed 
$1,200 per annum. To this should be added, 
‘nor less than $600 per annum.” The law 
Bhould favor those retired employes who re- 
ceive small pay and whose annuity, therefore, 
4s very small. The official report shows that 
9,810 retired employes are receiving less than 
‘$600 per annum each. One of them receives 
the magnificent annuity of $2.87 per month. 
- The total increase of payments on the basis 
of a minimum of $600 would be about $300,- 
000 per annum. This would be about 1 per 
cent of the present income of the retirement 
fund: As the fund is automatically increasing, 
without any contribution whatever from the 
Treasury, it does seem right and proper that 
the $600 minimum proviso should be enacted 
into law. No single person cap live on less 
than $50 per month, and yet thousands of re- 
tired employes are trying to maintain their 
families on less than that sum. The spirit of 
the retirement law should be made effective. 
Retired employes should be paid minimum an- 
nuities of $600 per annum. 


CONTINUE THE RADIO COMMISSION 


“We will ask of Congress no sipplementary 
radio legislation,” said Mr. Pickard, member of 
the Federal Radio Commission, recently. “‘We 
are the bone of contention in Congress, and the 
bone never says anything.”’

THE O’FALLON CASE. 


Eastern District of Missouri in the O’Fallon 
case is of interest in its bearing upon the rail- 


road valuation question. The majority of the 


court in this case declined to consider, or to 


by the Interstate Commerce Commission in the 
O’Fallon case, or on the correctness of the 
commission’s valuatién. The court thus. does 
not determine whether the cost of reproduction 
should be ascertained by applying the current 
costs of materials and labor or by applying 
the cost of such units as they stood in the year 
1914 and before. 

What the court does hold is that six per cent 
upon the value of the O’Fallon property, as 
tixed by the commission, plus one-half of what 
are termed ‘“‘excess earnings’’ for the several) 
years considered, taken together, constitute a 
fair return upon the value of the property, even 
as claimed by the carrier, 

The court thus sees no necessity for con- 
cerning itself with the commission’s valuation 
or with the methods of the commission in 
reaching its conclusion. 

The law provides that the carrier shall re- 
ceive 6 per cent upon the value of its prop- 
erty held for and used in the service of trans- 
portation, plus one-half of what the statute 
defines as ‘‘excess’’ earnings. 

The covrt apparently does not apply this con- 
structson of the law to the O Fallon case. The 
question to be presented to the Supreme Court 
will be, what is the true construction of the 
Statute? It will be contended that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission can not take away 
from a carrier what Congress says it shalt 
have. 

The O’Fallon case went off upon a question 
which did not involve the correcthess of the 
commissicn’s: methods of valuing the railroad 
properties or the correctness of the value itself. 
That question is still undecided. 


THE TOY TRADE. 


The total expended for toys this season will 
exceed $250,000,000, or something more 
than $2 for each man, woman and child in 
America, including Alaska. 

Many millions are invested in the manufac- 
ture of toys in this country. In the production 
of mechanical toys no other country in the 
world can equal the products of American, fac- 
tories. This is particularly true of electric 
trains. American sleds are superior to those of 
other countries, in the mature judgment of his 
majesty the King of Roumania. 

With the outbreak of the war in 1914 the 
export of toys from Europe was stopped, and it 
was not until 1920 that the trade was resumed. 
Since then there has been a steady increase of 
imports of toys of all sorts, and especially dolls, 
from Germany. The total imports of toys for 
the first nine months of 1927 were valued at 
$3,427,316, of which $671,094 represents the 
import value of dolls. But that is really not 
the total, because toys are assessed for tariff 
purposes at 70 per cent of their declared value. 

The importer learned, long ago. that all toys 
are not classified as such by the customs. 
Tinsel and tree ornaments are not toys, and pay 
only 55 and 45 per cent duty, while rubber 
balls for ‘‘use in physical exercise,’’ instead of 
playthings, are taxed only 30 per cent. The 
same applies to small tennis rackets which the 
youngsters look upon as toys, but are classed 
as ‘sporting goods’’ by the inspectors. 

The toys that thus escape the maximum 
duty which have found their way into the 
United States during the last nine months, if 
added to the imports upon which duty at the 
rate of 70. per cent was collected, would in- 
crease the total by at least $1,000,000. 


THE HUMAN SIDE OF INDUSTRY. 


Much water has passed under the bridges 
since Earl Balfour startled the world by his 
“Defense of Philosophic Doubt.” Through all 
the years he has been faithful to the studies 
of his youth, but instead of wasting his fine 
intellect on mere theories he has applied it to 
the solution of concrete problems, national] and 
international, social, political, and industrial, 
that affected, or that now affect the welfare of 
his country. In this city, on two fateful oc- 
casions, he gave a taste of his quality, long 
to be remembered, which stamped him as 
eminently practical-minded. ' 

It is, therefore, in keeping with his -char- 
acter that one should find him presiding over 
the British organization known as the National 
Institute of Industrial Psychology, and ad- 
dressing that body at one of its recent meet- 
ings on the subject, “How Psychology Enters 
Into the Institute’s Factory Investigations.” 
Starting with the proposition that it must be 
to the advantage of both the workers and 
the administration of great or small factories 
that conditions of work should be such as to 
lighten labor, inconvenience, and the general 
incommodity which unhappily too often at- 
taches to daily toil, and thereby increase out- 
put to the general advantage of the whole 
community, he developed the point of its being 
nevertheless the fact that it was sometimes for- 
gotten that industry’s affairs are not merely 
the affairs of machines but also of men, and 
went on to plead that, in addition to devising 
the best machines, it was incumbent to con- 
sider also, from every point of view, the 
human element. ; 

That important element had, Earl Balfour 
claimed, been left too much to iteelf. The 
actual comfort and efficiency of the men en- 

gaged had hot always been regarded as the 
business of the employer, or of the State, or 
even of the man himself, The subject had 


been’ regarded as one that, so to speak, looked 


after itself, and it was a until it broke down 
that the community at Jarge or individuals 
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of citehisteue were to be aselated. Some effort 


has been made to deal with sickness and the 
accidents of life, but much more is required, 
and any further attempts at improvement of 


the condition of the worker must be’ based on | 


the knowledge that men have minds as well 
as bodies, and that therefore the psychological 
element no less than the physiological one will 
have to be considered. For example, indus- 
trial fatigue may be mental as well as physical. 
The doctrine expounded by Earl Balfout is 
part of a great plan to revive British industry 
—a plan on which the ‘“‘best minds’’ have been 
for some time engaged. It may eventually suc- 
ceed; if it fails, it will not be for lack of skill 
or earnestness in its presentation.

The first of these gifts was that of Mrs. 
Frederick Coolidge, for the purpose of building 
au music auditorium in one of the quadrangles 
within the building. Mrs. Coolidge added a 
fund of $500,000 as an endowment for the di- 
vision of music. Among other large gifts was 
$75,000 from William Evarts Benjamin, 
$75,000 for a chair of American history, and a 
like amount from the Carnegie Corporation 
for a chair of fine arts. : 

John D. Rockefeller, jr.’s, gifts total more 
than $700,000, while that of Joseph Pennell, 
noted but not yet in hand, will reach $300,000 
more, and others have contributed to the fund. 

In addition to cash contributions the Library, 
during the last year, has been the recipient of 
many collections of great literary and artistic 
value. Librarian Putnam, in his annual re- 
port to Congress, states that ‘‘no other library 
in the world has grown as the Library of Con- 
gress.’’ 

The establishment of ‘‘chairs” is an innova- 
tion in libraries. ‘‘Chairs’’ are supposed to be 
confined to colleges and universities. In the 
case of the library the ‘‘chairs” will not at- 
tempt to conduct schools, but will be used to 
provide a staff of specialists to develop sys- 
tematically the library’s rapidly expanding 
material and to guide research workers. 

One of the most unique, as well as valuable, 
collections received by the library during the 
last year was the Houdini collection of books 
on magic, spiritualism, the occult sciences and 
psychical research. The collection comprises 
nearly 5,000 volumes, which when catalogued 
and made available will doubtless be consulted 
by hundreds of amateurs anxious to learn the 


| secrets of the black arts. 


Fifty-five years ago Ainsworth Spofford, then 
the librarian, predicted that by the year 1975 
the Library of Congress would contain 2,500,- 
000 volumes. That number has been exceeded 
by more than a million, and 48 years are still 
to pass before 1975 is reached. Librarian Put- 
nam, also looking into the future, ventures a 
prophecy as to the number of volumes that 
will be stored in the library in 1975. His 
guess is 10,000,000 printed books by that year. 


PRODUCTION OF AIRPLANES 


Sherman M. Fairchild, of New York, has an- 
nounced the merger of seven aviation com- 
panies under one holding company, the Fair- 
child Aviation Corporation of Delaware, with 
a paid-in capitalization of more than $1,500,- 
000. The new corporation will undertake a 
comprehensive manufacturing program, both of 
planes and motors and will construct its own 
factories on Long Island, surrounding them 
with a thoroughly modern flying field. 

Aviation promises to surpass the automobile 
industry in rapidity of development. For 
years the manufacture of automobiles was 
carried on in small plants, and a considerable 
part of the work was done by hand. Airplane 
construction, so far, has also been largely a 
hand process. But it is passing into the mass 
production stage. The airplane should lend 
itself readily to mass production. Here is a 
product the cost of which can be reduced only 
through the application of the most modern 
and scientific production systems. Heretofore 
the lack of demand for airplanes has made 
unnecessary adoption of mass productive meth- 
ods in their manufacture. The demand, how- 
ever, is rapidly increasing, and many in- 
dividuals are using planes instead of automo- 
biles. 

The future holds a marvelous picture. Large 
companies, specializing in particular types of 
planes or engines, will tur. out thousands of 
machines a year. There will be sport planes, 
passenger liners, freight carriers, air yachts 
and flivvers. Millions of dollars will be in- 
vested in the aeronautical industry. 


NATURE KNOCKED OUT. 


several days ago a Nez Englander an- 
nounced that he had developed a “‘self-regef- 
erating electric motor” which possessed the 
happy attribute of being able t. run itself with- 
out assistance from any outside power source 
whatsoever. Once the deyice was set in mo- 
tion, it developed power through a generator, 
which was led back through a series of recti- 
fying and transforming tubes to feed the motor 
and keep it going. One of the motors was 
said to be operating in a foundry. Another 
was said to be in construction for use in an 
airplane. 

Several days later a New Jerseyite an- 
nounced the invention of a machine by means 
of which the force of gravity is neutralized. 
In laboratory experiments the inventor said 
that he had suspended in mid-air a 50-pound 
weight as well as a miniature airplane. It is 
planned to develop the machine commercially, 
for with it, according to the announcement, 
‘flights between New York and Paris can be 
achieved in five or six hours.” 

Scores of problems that have worried man- 
kind for years are solved by these two inven- 
tions. The New England development consti- 
tutes nothing more nor less than perpetual mo- 
tion. The New Jersey device is of no less im- 
portance. An airplane equipped with a per- 
petual motion engine, and-immune from. the 
force of gravitation, could cruise anywhere for 
any length of time and at any speed. 

It has been thought that the laws of nature 
were immutable and not subject to repeal by 
mankind. That may have been true before 
New England and New~Jersey inventors set 
their wits to work. Now it is quite lear that

The intent of the law was to obviate 
the inhumanity of turning out faithful 
servants after long service without 
adequate means of subsistence. 

The original act (1920) provided a 
maximum and a minimum for each 
class of annuitants. 

AHubsequent amendments ignored the 
minimum feature—hence some are ex- 
tremely low paid. 

The bill H. R. 25 proposes several 
amendments, with the proviso: “In no 
case, however, shall: the annuity exceed 
$1,200 per annum.” If to this were 
added “nor be less than $600 per an- 
hum,” the inhumanity of starvation 
annuities would cease. 

That would cost about $300,000 a year 
more than is now proposed in the bill— 
about 1 per cent of present income, and 
would not necessitate an increased de- 
duction, as the excess of income over 
outgo last year was nearly $14,000,000. 

The elimination of starvation annul- 
tiles is the most imperative reason for 
amending the law, in comparison with 
which the proposed allowance of $200 to 
$300 a year to the higher-paid annul- 
tants whose need is least is trivial. 

The great mass of Federal employes 
want adequate annuities for all retired, 
and are willing to pay for them, and 
have heretofore paid all, and it ts 
doubtful whether the Government will 
ever have to pay a cent, notwithstand- 
ing its alleged implied obligation to 
pay half, which it has not done and 
probably never will do. .

Practical Tax Reduction. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
revenue act requires rectification and 
rationalization quite as much as reduc- 
tion in rates. 

On the score of reduotion of taxes 
there are three main proposals which 
ore wide support in the country.

These reductions make up together

port well with the limit of $225,000,000 
allocated by the Treasury for this pur- 
pose. 

But this program is ‘50 direct and 
simple to satisfy minds which run by 
preference to dabbling and muddling. 
And accordingly we have a bill which 
cuts the corporate tax rate from 13% 
to'114%4 per cent; cuts the automobile 
tax from 3 to 1% per cent; cuts the 
tax on club dues from 10 to 5 per cent; 
cuts the capital stock transfer tax.from 
2 to 1 per cent; repeals the tax on pro- 
duce sales on exchanges; repeals the 
tex on cereal beverages; raises the ex- 
emption of coiporations from $2,000 to 
$3,000; raises the exemption of theater 
tickets from 75 cents to $1, and imposes 
@ tax of 25 per cent on tickets to box- 
ing matches, which, for fiscal states- 
manship, is on all fours with the tax 
imposed some yea:s ago on mah jong 
sets in order to win the war and to nay 
the nationa] debt. 

The only way to simplify the revenue 
act is by a process of excision. And the 
first step in this process is the taking 
of these temporary and duplicating war 
excise taxes out of the law.

Alexandria Scores Legal Vic- 
tory as Argument Opens 
in Court Proceedings. 


JUDGE BRENT DECLINES 
TO DISQUALIFY SELF 


Rapid Fire Series of Motions 
By County Counsel Quick- 
ly Overruled. 


Alexandria yesterday scored a legal 
victory in its fight to annex adjoining 
county areas, when the tribunal of 
circuit judges, sitting. at Arlington 
County Courthouse, refused to delay 
the proceedings, and overruled a veri- 
table bombardment of motions pre- 
sented by counsel for Arlington and 
Fairfax Counties. 

A surprise was sprung by the county 
counse] at the outset of the trial, when 
John 8S. Barbour challenged the com- 
petency of the court to sit in the 
case. holding unconstitutional the 
statute authorizing the governor to 
designate a court of three circuit 
judges 

An exception was noted by Barbour 
when the motion was overruled, and

ings until application could be made 
to the State Supreme Court of Appeals 
for a writ of prohibition. This, too, 
was denied. 

A final attempt of the county counsel 
to postpone action was thwarted when 
the tribunal refused to allow the six 
weeks Fairfax and Arlington attorneys 
said was necessary to complete surveys 
appraising the value of county proper- 
ties within the disputed territory. Al- 
though Commonwealth Attorney Will- 
iam C. Gloth, of Arlington County, 
declared it “impossible” to prepare his 
case by that timc, the court ruled the 
proceedings must be continued Thurs- 
day morning at 10 o’clock. 


Motive for Delay Attacked. 


Albert Bryant, attorney for Alexan- 
dria, charged Arlington and Fairfax 
counsel desired to dela, proceedings 
so a bill might be introduced into the 
State legislature in January, “which 
would have the effect of suspending all 
annexation proceedings.” He asked for 
a quick trial because of this, and was 
reproached by Judge Halsey, who de- 
clared the court not influenced by 
what the legislature might be con- 
templating. 

The case took a sensational twist 
when Judge Samuel G. Brent was 
asked to “disqualify himself” from sit- 
ting in the case with Judge Don P 
Halsey, of Lynchburg, and Judge Fred- 
erick Coleman, of Frederick, in a pe- 
tition presented by Barbour for the 
Board of Supervisors of Arlington 
County. 

The petition declared Brent “so sit- 
uated” as to render it “improper” for 
him to take any part in determining 
the issues involved. It was contended 
that Brent was counsel for Alexandria 
in 1912 and took a leading part in an- 
nexation proceedings against Arlington 
at that time. 

It furtHer asserted that Brent is a 
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stockholder and president of one of 
Alexandria’s largest national banks, 
which would be benefited by the in- 
crease in revenues “and consequent in- 
crease of deposits” resulting from an-

Brent Refuses to Retire. 


Barbour’s motion was overruled by 
Brent, who declared himself compelled 
by statute to serve on the tribunal, 
although he “would like to get out of 
it.” He said it would be “cowardly” 
of him to withdraw when he felt him- 
self without prejudices in the case. 
Judge Halsey declared the statute 
“makes it incumbent on Judge Brent 
to serve, whether he wants to or not.” 

The constitutional question raised by 
Barbour challenged the right of Gov. 
Byrd to designate other circuit judges | 
to sit with Judge Brent and objected 
to the competency of the judges “upon 
the grounds that the provisions of sec- 
tion 29€8 authorizing the governor tc 
i..ake such designations in such a case 
is contrary to the constitution of Vir- 
ginia and is especially contrary to the 
provisions of sections 29, 87, 96, 97, as 
well as clause 3 of section 63, of the 
constitution of Virginia. , 

He argued the Constitution con- 
templates a Circuit court of one judge 
only, declaring a court of three judges 
“wholly foreign to our plan.” The ar- 
rangement, he declared, has the ef- 
fect of divesting Judge Brent of power 
in his own jurisdiction, as the two 
other judges may overrule him by a 
majority vote. It is not within the 
authority of the legislature to divest 
a circuit judge of his duties and re- 
tance in this manner, Barbour 

eld. 


Mackey Offers Argument. 


Taking up the argument, Capt. Cran- 
dall Mackey, former Commonwealth 
attorney of Arlington County, main- 
tained*that under such a system “the 
judge of the Circuit Court is relegated 
to the scrap heap, and rendered of no 
consequence.” A Circuit Court judge, 
he said, has the Constitutional right 
to try cases without interference from 
other judges or the legislature. Under 
the precedent established in this case 
“the very existence of all our courts is | 
in peril,” he said. 

While the tribunal was considering 
Barbour’s motion to postpone action 
until the Supreme Court of Appeals 
might pass on his application for a 
writ of prohibition, attorneys for the 
opposing jurisdictions conferred: at 
length. There were rumors that Alex- 
andria’s suit might be dropped at this 
juncture. It was understood that: the 
city attorneys sought asurance that no 
bill seeking to forestall future annexa- 
tion proceedings would be introduced 
in the next legislature, before they 
would consent to any delay. No agree- 
ment had been reached when the case 
was resumed some 20 minutes later. 

A motion introduced by Barbour to 
quash the proceedings was lost when 
records weré quoted by Bryant to prove 
the motion founded on faulty prem- 
ises. Barbour had held that action in 
the case had been instituted by the 
City Council of Alexandria, instead of 
the City of. Alexandria, and the pro- 
ceedings were therefore improper. 
Bryant read the articles of the town’s 
incorporation, to show it was incorpo- 
rated as “The City Council of Alexan- 
dria” and not as “The City of Alex- 
andria.” 


Delay Motion Overruled. 


In asking a delay of six weeks be- 
fore resumption of the case, counsel] 
for the defense presented affidavits of 
engineers retained by Fairfax and Ar- 
lington Counties for surveys and valu- 
ation of the territory Alexandria seeks 
to annex, testifying that surveys were 
far from complete. Gloth contended 
this information necessary before de- 
fense counsel might even prepare an 
answer to Alexandria’s original plea. 

Judge Halsey in overruling the mo- 
tion, declared the question of valu- 
ation need not enter the proceedings 
until a prima facie case of annexation 
had been made out by Alexandria. He 
promised that “ample time” would be 
allowed the defense for completion of 
its valuation surveys. 

The territory in dispute occupies be- 
tween 3 and 4 square miles in area, 
containing property possessing an as- 
sessed valuation of $4,000,000. Roughly 
$120,000 a year in revenue from the 
land in question, is involved, approxi- 
mately $35,000 of which is received an- 
nually from the Potomac Railroad 
yards. Alexandria seeks to extend its 
boundaries to Four-Mile Run, on the 
north; Seminary road on the west, and 
Cameron Run on the south. The great 
bulk of the land sought for annexa- 
tion would be.taken from Arlington 
County, and only a small fraction from , 
Fairfax. :

Republicans Caught Off Guard 
but Green Says He Will 
Nullify Defeat. 


ADDS $24,000,000 
TO $232,735,000 CUT 


Approval Given to Present 
Normal and Surtax Levies 
on Individual Ircomes. 


(Associated Press.) 
Catching Republicans off guard. 
House Democrats succeeded yesterday 


in amending the revenue bill to ma- 
terially reduce the tax rate on net cor- 
poration incomes of $15,000 or less. 
The proposal was sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Garner, of Texas, senior mi- 
nority member of the ways and means 
committee, which drafted the measure. 
It was opposed by Chairman Green, and 
the vote, 136 to 132, largely was along 
party lines. . 
Except for this thrust, the Demo- 
crats made no concerted effort to pene- 
trate the cordon of Republican votes 
that Green, after his unexpected defeat, 
kept on the floor to defend provisions 
of the measure. 


Sporadic Attacks Made. 


Throughout. the day, however, some 
Democrats joined with a handful of 
Republicans in taking sporadic shots 
at various items in the bill, but these 
attacks proved futile. 

Although the Democrats scored one 
victory, Green indicated he would seek 
to nullify it before final vote on the 
measure, by demanding a record vote 
on the corporation income amendment. 
As Republicans have a comfortable ma- 
jority in the House it was predicted 
that it would be eliminated before the 
bill is sent to the Senate. 

Operating for the first time under 
rules permitting amendments to the 
bill the House worked with speed. It 
approved without debate a section pro- 
posing a reduction of the tax on corpo- 
ration incomes from 13% to 11% per 
cent to apply to payments due next 
March 15 and an increase from $2,000 
to $3,000 in the amount of income ex- 
empted from taxation. 


Further Benefit to Corporations. 


The Garner amendment, which Rep- 
resentative Chindblom, of Illinois, a 
Republican on the committee, estimated 
would add $24,000,000 to the $232,735,- 
000 reduction already proposed by the 
bill, would grant a further benefit to 
corporations with a net taxable income 
of not more than $15,000 as follows: 

Instead of the 1114 per cent rate the 
rate would be 5 per cent on a net (tax- 
able income of $7,000 or under; 7 per 
cent on incomes between $7,000 and 
$12,000; and 9 per cent if the incomes 
are more than $12,000, and not more 
than $15,000. 

Continuance of the present normal 
and surtax rates on individual incomes 
was ‘approved by the House after the 
rejection of an amendment by Repre- 
sentative LaGuardia, Republican, New 
York, to add an additional 30 per cent 
tax on incomes exceeding $1,500.000. 


Hudspeth Exemption Defeated 


The present schedule of personal ex- 
emptions also was adopted, but not 
until after the House had turned down 
an amendment by Representative Huds- 
peth, Democrat, Texas, to increase from 
$3,500 to $5,000 the exemption allowed 
heads of families and from $1,500 to 
$2,000 that for single persons. 

The retention of the present regula- 
tions governing publicity of tax returns 
also was approved without discussion. 
This was in contrast to the fight two 
years ago when a coalition of Democrats 
and independent Republicans endeav- 
ored to revive an old provision which 


turns. 

The provision to make the two per 
cent reduction in the corporation tax 
rate apply to payments due next March 
15, was adopted without a fight. The 
Democrats had indicated they would 
attempt to have reduction apply for 
the first time to payments due in 1929, 


but no move in that direction was 
made. 


NEW FARMER RELIEF 
BILL BEFORE HOUSE 


Provides Commission and 
Fund of $500,000,000 to 
Control Surplus Crops. 


The creation of a Government com- 
mission with powers to borrow up to 
$500,000,000 from the Federal Reserve 
banks for the maintenance of a re- 
volving fund to market surplus farm 
productions was proposed today in a 
bill by Representative Christopherson 
(Republican), South Dakota. 

The commission would be headed by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, with the 
Secretaries of Commerce and Labor as 
vice president and secretary-treasurer, 
respectively. It would pay for its loans 
from the reserve banks out of the pro- 
ceeds of sales of the surplus products. 

In an effort to prevent overproduc- 
tion, the commission would have au- 
thority to announce its prices before 
the planting season. Surplus crops, in- 
cluding wheat, corn, rye, rice, sugar, 
cotton and wool, would be purchased 
by the commission. For tobacco, hides, 
mutton and beef, the commission 
would name “minimum prices.”

Tilson Announces That Re- 
volters of 1924 Face Same 
Treatment as Regulars 


(Associated Press.) 

Simultaneous with House approval 
yesterday of Republican committee as- 
signments, Representative Tilson, the 
majority leader, announced that the 
“so-called insurgents, or those who left 
the party in 1924, were treated the same 
as other Republicans, being in all cases 
ranked above new men assigned to the 
same committees.” 

Tilson declared that there had been 
no discrimination “especially in the 
case” of Representative Nelson, of Wis- 
consin, who had been proposed for the 
chairmanship of the invalid pensions 
committee.

Fitzgerald, of Ohio, ramked the Wis- 
consin ‘member on the committee. 

Tilson said that “there was no fight 
whatever” and pointed out that Repre- 
sentative Frear, of Wisconsin, who also 
followed La Follette, was a member of 
the Republican committee that passed 
upon other committee selections. 

Included in more than 100 assign- 
ments madé yesterday was that of Rep- 
resentative’ Williamson (Republican), 
South Dakota, to head the new com- 
mittee on expenditures in various gov- 
ernmental departments. This body was 
created a week ago to replace eleven 
separate committes that had been doing 
the same work. 

The House also approved, increasing 
the membership of. the flood control 
committee, which is considering the 
Mississippi and other flood problems, 
from 15 to 21 members. 

The new Republican members added 
to the body were Sinclair; North Da- 
kota; Stalker, New York; Davenport, 
New York: Guyer, Kansas; Selvig, Min- 
nesota, and Cochran, Pennsylvania. 


Beck on Commerce Body. 


Representative Browne, of Wisconsin, 
another La Follette supporter, was re- 
turned to foreign affairs, while Repre- 
sentative Berger, of Wisconsin, the only 
Socialist in Congress, was placed on 
invalid pensions and also enrolled bills. 

Representative La Guardia, of New 
York, once classified as an insurgent, 
and a-pronounced wet, was assigned to 
judiciary, which committee passes upon 
prohibition legislation. Hall, of Indi- 
ana, was assigned to the other vacancy 
on that body. 

Frothingham,’ of New York, was 
picked to fill the vacancy on rules, 
caused by the election last week of 
White, of Maine, to the chairmanship 
of merchant marine, and Mrs. Langley, 
of Kentucky, one of the newcomers in 
the House, was assigned to invalid pen- 
sions and immigration.

SUICIDE, SAYS DEFENSE

Richmond, Va., Dec. 12.—Unraveling 
of the mystery attending the killing of 
Mrs. Elsie Holt Snipes early on the 
morning of November 16 last in this 
city, will begin tomorrow in Hustings 
Court, when John W. Faison, charged 
with shooting the pretty divorcee, is 
piaced on trial.

Faison told the police Mrs. Snipes 
shot herself in the head, after he had 
taken the mortally wounded woman to 
Stuart Circle Hospital in his own auto- 
mobile. The Commonwealth charges 
Faison shot her and that jealousy over 
another man was the motive. 

Rallying to the support of her hus- 
band is Mrs. John W. Faison, mother of 
his five children, and friends who have 
raised $1,400 as a defense fund. 

Seated near Mr. and Mrs. Faison to- 
morrow will be Mr. and Mrs. C, A. Holt, 
of Princeton, N..C., parents of Mrs. 
Snipes, and Mrs. Raiford Oliver, of 
Smithfield, N. C., and Mrs. A. Y. Bald- 
win, of Wilmington, N. C., sisters of the 
slain woman. 

Standing in readiness to aid the Com- 
monwealth, if his services are required, 
is I. A. Snipes, divorced husband of Mrs.

Archbishop of Canterbury in 
Plea for Adoption of * 
Revised Form. 


NO DOCTRINAL CHANGES 


London, Dec. 12 (A.P.).—A full as- 
sembly, such as is seen in the upper 
house usually only on great occasions, 
gathered in the House of Lords today 
at the opening of the three days’ de- 
bate, which will decide whether the 
revised Prayerbook will be approved by 
Parliament. Not only the _ peers’ 
benches, but all the galleries, accom- 
modating the peeresses, the members of 
the commons and prominent strangers, 
were filled to overflowing, and the bars 
at eithter end of the house were lined 
with members of the government and 
the House of Commons, including 
Premier Baldwin. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury moved 
a resolution inviting the lords to de- 
clare thas the measure embodfing the 
revised Prayerbook be presented to the 
king for a royal assent. Division on 
this question is expected Wednesday 
evening. If carried, a similar motion 
will be submitted in the commons 
Thursday, since the measure can not 
be presented for royal assent, un- 
less adopted by both houses. 

Canterbury’s great plea was that the 
house should take “the largest view, 
look at the wood, rather than the tree, 
and consider what might be the con- 
sequences in the country of the rejec- 
tion of a united wish by a united 
church.” 

He asserted that the official voice of 
the church had spoken with an over- 
whelming majority in favor of the re- 
vised prayerbook, which was not the 
bishop’s book, but the book of the 
church for both clergy and laity. Its 
virtue was its elasticity and compre- 
hensiveness, and he declared that noth- 
ing in it made any change in tRe doce 
trinal position of the Church of Eng- 
land. To reject the measure would be 
to invite disaster and chaos and to 
leave to their successors the impossible 
task of trying to administer in the 
present condition of affairs. 


The revision of the book of common 
prayer, made by a special committee 
some months ago, has passed through 
all the necessary stages except approval 
by the government, this being neces- 
sary because the Church of England is 
the official state church. The revised 
prayerbook will not replace the present 
one but may be used as an alternative. 
Among its provisions is dropping of the 
word “‘obey”’ from the marriage service. 
Other provisions deal with the Sacra- 
ment of Communion. Its critics with- 
in the church have opposed it on the 
ground that it tend toward Catholocism.

The plain- 
tiffs charge that the Fords, agreed to 
reimburse stockholders when they 
bought the company at a receivers sale 
for $8,000,000. 

The court, however, granted the re- 
quest of Ford attorneys for permission 


to examine books of the company form- 
erly believed to have been in the pos- 
session of the late William T. Nash, 
secretary of the former concern.

course was open. If I had delayed an- 
other six hours they would have come 
into this office and probably would 
have thrown me out bodily.” 


Military Given Control. 


The governor explained that al- 


though martial law has not been for- 
mally declared, “the act of calling out 
the National Guard clothes the mili- 
tary arm with authority,. the same as 
if formal martial law had been de- 
clared.” 

Gov. Johnston fortified his legal 
position by obtaining a temporary re- 
straining order from District Judge T. 
G. Chambers, forbidding the legisla- 
ture from returning impeachment 
charges against any State officer. 

The State Supreme Court, which has 
already declared the session to be with- 
out legal standing, today indefinitely 
postponed hearing on a test case that 
was intended further to clarify the 
situation. It was an application for a 
writ of mandamus forcing the State 
auditor to approve, and the State 
treasurer to pay claims of legislators, 
made incident to the session. 

While the executive said he would 
place his reliance in the courts, legis- 
lative leaders reiterated that they 
would ignore any court orders against 
the session. They hold that the legis- 
lature has an “inherent right” to con- 
vene at any time on its own call and 
that this right can not be taken away 
by the judiciary. 


“General Incompetency.” 


Charges against Gov. Johnston to 
be laid before the House by an investi- 
gating committee are understood to in- 
clude an allegation of general incom- 
petency. 

Two specifications are reported to re- 
late to the employment by the execu- 
tive department of Jose Alvarado as a 
special police officer to hunt bank rob- 
bers. Legislators have charged that Al- 
varado himself is wanted by Texas au- 
thorities for bank robbery. 

Payment of salaries of.certain em- 
ployes of the State bank department 
through the alleged illegal issuance of 
deficiency certificates is another matter 
the house investigating committee in- 
quired into.

Barrett to have the ban against meet- 
ing lifted, Speaker E. P. Hill mounted 
a bench in the floor rotunda and an- 
nounced that the meeting would be 
held “in the streets.” The legislators 
then dispersed, re-gathered at a down- 
town hotel and recessed until tomor- 
row after a short session. 

‘Two reporters were ejected from the 
capitol when they assisted. photogra- 
phers in taking pictures of the warlike 
scenes. Adjt. Gen. Barrett later as- 
sured the men that the guns used vy 
guardsmen in assisting their exit were 
not loaded.

I talked with Hunter in Providence 
yesterday, and we will sail for France 
around the first of May. 

“We shall not return until the mid- 
dle of August, and for that reason we 
maturally will not be available for se- 
lection for Davis cup play, in the 
American zone at least.” 

Tilden asserted that he and his part- 
ner had decided against American zone 
play because “neither Hunter nor my- 
self believe that it would be possible in 
the event that we won here to go 
abroad and get into condition for win- 
‘ning play in Europe by as late a date 
“as the American Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation plans to send the team over.

Other than to admit the Pirates were 
ready to dispose of these two players, 
Barney Dreyfuss, president: of the Nu- 
tional League champions, had nothing 
to say. It was indicated, however, that 
the Pirates sought some Indianapolis 
player in exchange, but his identity 
was not revealed. 


Another report, unconfirmed, but 
given some credence in_ baseball 
circles, said that a three-cornered 
deal was pending between, the 
Washington, Detroit and St. Louis 
American League clubs in which 
George Sisler of the Browns, Sam 
Rice of the Nationals, and Heinie 
Manush and Lou Blue of the Tigers 
were involved. 


Under the agreement reported to be 
under consideration, Sisler would go to 
Washington, Rice t) St. Louis, which 
then would trade him to Detroit for 
Manush and Blue. Other players may 
figure in the trade should it- be 
negotiated. : 

While managers of major league clubs 
started casting about in the player mar- 
ket today, club officials gathered here 
focused a good share of their attention 
on the draft situation. The draft, which 
the majors depend upon for a good 
share of their new material, was a sa- 
lient topic this afternoon when the 
steering committee, representing both 
major circuits, met with Commissioner 
Landis. 

What decision on policies, if any, was 
rached by this steering group was not 
disclosed.

It was brought to the fore 
recently at. Dallas, Tex., when the minor 
league convention demanded that these 
big circuits along with the Western and 
“Three Eye” circuits abandon the 
“modified draft” relations now effective 
with the majors. : 

Under the modified draft, the only 
players subject to recall by the majors 
are those who have: served previously 
under the “Big Top.” The full draft 
entitles the majors to a choice of all the 
materials. : 

The modified draft enables the 
big minors to hold their newly de- 
veloped stars and sell them for 
high prices, such as in the recent 
case of Cissel, infielder, sold by 
Portland (Oreg.) to the Chicago 
White Sox for a reputed price of 
$123,000. 


The big minor circuits consistently 
have balked at restoration of the full 
draft. They are expected to maintain 
this stand, even though it leads to an- 
othgr baseball conflict. What tactics 
this conflict may involve largely depend 
now on the action of the joint minor 
league business session on Thursday.

UNDIVIDED ATTENTION . 
URGED FOR ADVANCING 


By July 1, 1928, Expects to 
Have on Hand 718 Planes, 
282 Short of 1,000 Wanted. 


Announcing a “striking advance” in 
Miaval aeronautics during the past fis- 
eal year, and that the Navy has kept 
pace in general with world air develop-: 
ment, Rear Admiral W. R. Moffett, 
Chief, Bureau of Aeronautics, remarks, 
fn his annual report that not the 
least important of the factors con- 
tributing to it was the freedom from 
Tepeated agitation and investigation. 

A test of actions during the year re- 
Sulting from recommendations of the 
President’s Aircraft Board, culminating 
from congressional investigation, 
showed in every way results have been 
beneficial. “If we can continue under 
the same methods of- administration 
as have obtained in the last year,” 
states Moffett, “the future is indeed 
bright.” 

“Proposed changes should be held in 
@beyance until such time as there can 
Be shown an urgent demand for change. 
The present method of administration 
is considered to be entirely sound and 
im accord with the principles of our 
Government. Our greatest need is for 
continued opportunity to devote undi- 
yided attention to aeronautic develop- 
ment.” 

Progress: Made in Reserves. 


Dealing with personnel for the five- 
year program, he shows that where the 
training of midshipmen in rudiments 
of aviation has proved successful, prog- 
ress in the training of reserves has not 
been as rapid as is believed necessary, 
the necessity for training large num- 
bers of reserve aviators being apparent. 
The five-year program for reserve 
units also should go through and in- 
creased funds are necessary. It is also 
essential that reasonable increases in 
Civilian personnel for the five-year 
program be authorized. 

There is still an acute need of addi- 
tional airplane tenders, according to 
Moffett, who suggests further that prog- 
fess in aviation abroad be studied and 
Féported on by one or more qualified 
Officers, and he recommends strongly 
the necessity for completing the air- 
craft carrier tonnage allowed under the 
Washington Limitation Armaments 
Conference. Catapults for destroyers 
and auxiliaries also are recommended, 

In accord with the five-year develop- 
Ment program, the bureau is proceed- 
ing with purchase of planes. 

“On July 1, 1926, there were on hand 
of modern serviceable types 351 planes; 
during the fiscal year there was added 
a net gain of. 117 planes, bringing the 
total on July 1, 1927, to 468 planes. 
This is 532 short of the 1,000. During 
the fiscal year 1928, ending June 30, 
1928, there will be delivered to the Navy 
a total of 436 planes. Part of these 
represent undelivered contracts from 
the fiscal year 1927. This gives, as an 
estimate, and allowing for wastage, a 
total on hand as of July 1, 1928, of 718 

lanes, or 282 short of the total of 1,000. 

us, up to the present time, Congress 
has made possible a large step toward 
realization of the program,-and with 
considerate appropriations the program 
will be complete by July 1, 1932.” 


1,454 In “aviation Work. * 


At the close of the fiscal year 7,454 
persons were enegaged in naval aviation 
work, 580 officer and enlisted pilots, 
12 officer observers, 4,482 officers and 
enlisted men in ground work, and 2,380 
Civilian employes. 

There were 26 fatalities and 224 
¢rashes during 103,392 flying hours in 
the fiscal year. 

Reporting on local activities at the 
Maval air station at Anacostia, Moffett 
stated that: The primary mission of 
this station. is the testing of aircraft 
and accessories, an extensive amount 
of this work having been carried out 
during the year.

CHAIN BRIDGE WORK 
DELAYED UNTIL SPRING 


Records. of Floods Between 
March and May Holds 
Up Construction. 


WILL REQUIRE 3 MONTHS 


Chain Bridge will be closed to traffic 
for at least another six months. This 
was indicated at the District Building 
yesterday when it became Known that 
even if Congress at once appropriates 
the $40,000 asked for replacement of 
the faulty south abutment, the work 
will not be begun until spring. 


“We would probably spend much 
more money doing the job if we began 
it in the winter than if we await 
favorable opportunity,” said Capt. H. C. 
Whitehurst, assistant to the Engineer 
Commissioner. “Our request to Con- 
gress is for $40,000 and permission to do 
the work ourselves by day labor and 
with our own engineers. 

“Potomac river records indicate that 
we probably can avoid floods between 
March 15 and May 1, Between those 
dates water has receded from the thaw 
floods and has not yet risen with 
spring rain floods. We will be likely to 
begin the work within that period. If 
we do not we will have to wait until 
June. 

“It is our purpose not only to re- 
place the abutment on the Virginia 
side, but to redeck the entire bridge 
and lay traffic treads on the new 
wooden floor. ‘Traffic treads are corr 
rugated steel plates. “The work to be 
done will take approximately three 
months. The bridge will be opened 
therefore three months after we begin 
if we have no unforseen delays.” 


NEW STREET ROUTE 
SUSTAINED BY COURT 


Justice Hitz Halts Effort to 
Dismiss Condemnation - 
Suits by District. 


Justice William Hitz, ih the United 
States District. Court, yesterday over- 
ruled motions to dismiss condemna- 
tion proceedings instituted by the Dis- 
trict Commissioners to provide for the 
cutting of a new street through two 
blocks, from in front of the American 
League Baseball Park on Georgia ave- 
nue through to Ninth street.

GITY ENGINEER 


Whitehurst Will Pui 10 In- 
spectors to Work After 
Christmas Holidays. 


RECORD BADLY NEEDED 
. TO HELP IMPROVEMENTS 


Macadam Highways Will Be 
Included—Capt. Whitehurst 
Explains His Purposes. 


A District-wide survey of unimproved 
and macadam highways is to be made 
immediately after the holidays for the 
purpose of completing the official rec- 
ord of the condition of all streets, Capt. 
H. C. Whitehurst, Assistant to the En- 
gineer Commissioner, announced yes- 
terday. 

This is the latest project on Capt. 
Whitehurst’s program of reorganizing 


and speeding up the work of the high- 
way division of the municipal govern- 
ment which is under his direct admin- 
istrative charge. It is expected that 
ten inspectors will work 45 days on the 
survey, covering many of the streets on 
foo. and noting such details as the en- 
gineer will need in planning improve- 
ments. 
Paved Streets Recorded. 


Cémplete record exists of paved 
streets, the nature of their surfaces, 
when and where paved, resurfaced 01 
repaired. But there is no record of 
the unpaved thoroughfares. The season 
for outdoor street work will close this 
month, and 45 days will intervene be- 
fore it will reopen. Capt. Whithurst 
plans to use the inspection force on the 
proposed research work during that pe- 
riod, 

The data the inspectors will collect 
will include the names: and extent ol 
unimproved streets, the extent to which 
abutting property is improved with 
buildings, degree of use to which each 
street is put by traffic. whether drain- 
age 18 adequate, type of temporary suf- 
fave if any, condition of grades, and 
conditions as regards immediate nec*s- 
sity for repair. 


Facts t be Tabulated 


In the case of macadam roads notes 
will be taken as to whe‘her there are 
barrel gutters, and if any whether one 
or two and whether there are curbs. 

These facts will be tabulated ana 
compared and reduced to a card index. 
Then will be started a system whereby 
from foremen's daily report sheets the 
record will be kept up to date and will 
show repair and other work done on 
each block. 

“At present we have no such infor- 
mation,” said Capt. Whitehurst. “For 
intelligent treatment of the District’s 
unpaved highw y problem as a whole 
it is vital that we have such a record.”
